In n o public school ts 


sufficient time a n d em phasis given to the most vital g ra n c h of in str uc tio n 


the teaching of political thinking. 


Such a course might n ece ssita te a little less stress on so m e th in g else 


on mathematics, Greek, 
Latin , E uro p e a n history, music, etc. It would c e r­ 


tainly occupy much of the s t ud e n t's time. He should he taught th e history of 


the country , the things for which th e va rious parties stan d , th e m e a n in g of 


graft and corruption,
